Attend Public School 


PLAINS, Ga (UPI) - After 
her father is inaugurated, Amy 
Carter will become the first 
child of a President to attend a 
racially 
integrated 
public 
school in Washington. 
President-elect Jim m y C irter 
and his w ife, Rosalynn, an ­ 
nounced Sunday that Washing­ 
ton 
school 
officials 
were 
assign in g 
their 
9-year-old 
daughter to 
predom inantly 
black Thaddeus Stevens School, 
the public school nearest the 
White House 
The school was named for a 
Civil 
War-era 
congressman 
despised by white Southerners 
Thaddeus Stevens of Pennsyl­ 
vania 
helped 
establish 
the 
Republican Party, pushed for 
abolition of slavery, and urged 
the use of federal troops to 
occupy the South during Recon­ 
struction. 
The Stevens school was built 
in 1868 five blocks from the 
White House as Washington’s 
first 
public 
school 
for 
the 
children of newly freed slaves. 
About 60 per cent of its 215 
pupils are black Another 30 per 
cent are Oriental or Hispanic. 
Many are enrolled from nearby 
em bassies, 
with 
26 
foreign 
countries represented. 
Mrs 
Carter, who visited it 
last week, said she was “ very 
pleased with the quality of the 
school, the attitude of the staff 
and teachers and the friendli­ 
ness of the students.” 
During the campaign Carter 
said 
Amy, 
who goes 
to 
a 
predominantly 
black 
public 
school in Plains, would attend a 
public school in Washington if 
the 
Secret 
Service 
had 
no 
major security objections 
Mrs Carter said “ no special 
security problem s have been 
found ” Secret Service agents 
will accompany Amy to school. 
Amy will enter the mid term 
of the fourth grade at Stevens 
and presumably will stay at the 
school until she graduates from 
the sixth grade two and one- 
half years later 
She will be in a classroom 


with 20 other girls and IO boys 
taught by Verona Meeder, a 
white woman who is married to 
a Methodist minister. 


"I hadn’t counted on teaching 
the President’s daughter,” Mrs. 
Meeder said at her Lanham, 
Md., home on learning from 
UPI that she would be Amy’s 
teacher. 
“ I’m surprised 
but 
pleased.” 


Asked if she could treat Amy 
like any other student, Mrs. 
Meeder said: “ I think I’ll be 
able to pretty soon. I’ll adjust, 
and she will be just like the 
other 20 girls in the class.” 


Mrs. Meeder said the other 
children will "be excited but I 
think they’ll settle down.”

Since then, Ford h as had 
virtually no contact with the 
press and has spent 14 days out

surroundings 
— 
at 
Palm 
Springs, Calif., at Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller’s estate 
in New York, and the last four 
days 
at 
Cam p 
David, 
the 
presidential retreat in M ary­ 
land’s Catoctin mountains. 
White House spokesmen gave 
no advance clues to the nature 
of Ford’s talks with his staff 
today and no assurances that 
reporters would be allowed to 
cover the reception tonight for 
incumbent 
and newly-elected 
COP governors. 
Ford returned Sunday night 
to' the White House, traveling 
by car through rain and fog 
after the bad weather forced 
him to cancel a helicopter flight 
back. 
A White House spokesman

weekend leisurely, doing some 
routine paperwork but mostly 
relaxing and watching a profes­ 
sional football gam e on televi­ 
sion.

“ V olunteer 
A rm y ” w as founded by Rev. 
W illiam Booth in 1865 in London, E ngland. 
S tartin g out a s a m ission, it grew from a 
social serv ice to the people in need to include 
a church serv ice. 


The S alvation A rm y is no stra n g e r in Rush 
County.

The Oakland Raiders and the 
Pittsburgh Steelers are perhaps 
the most bitter rivals in the
